prefers, 

determining tariff for th6 item, from a database, based on the 
country the item is to be shipped from ancl the country the item is to be shipped to, 

determining delivery costs associated with the item, from a 
database, based on the country the it/m is to be shipped from and the country the item 
is to be shipped to, 

calculating valine for duty to be added to the initial cost based on 
the country the item is to be shipped from and the country the item is to be shipped to, 

calculatingyvalue added taxes based on the country the item is to 
be shipped from and the country the item is to be shipped to, and 

determimng purchase quantity to ascertain whether a special 
purchase price applies and/adjusting the trade costs accordingly; 

determining customer type to ascertain whether a special purchase 
price applies and adjusting the trade costs accordingly; and 

determining whether any trading private or public partner 
agreements apply wlych govern the purchase price and adjusting the trade costs 
accordingly; and 

C. addiiYg the trade costs, as adjusted as required, to the initial cost resulting 
in the total landed cost. 
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2. The method of claim 1 , further comprising the steps of: 

receiving, through the network, an identity of aycountry the item is to be shipped 
from and an identity of a country the item is to be shipped to, and 

receiving, from the requester through the network, currency type the requester 
prefers and currency type the seller prefers. / 

4. (TWICE AMENDED) The method of claim 1 , further comprising the step of 
displaying, over the network, to the requester,/the total landed cost, 

5. (AMENDED) The method of claim 1/ wherein said step of determining tariff for 
the item further comprises the steps of: / 

sending a request through the network containing an item description to the 
country the item is to be shipped to, and/ 

receiving, by the requester, through the network, the tariff information. 

6. (AMENDED) The method of cjaim 1 , wherein said step of determining tariff for 
the item further comprises the step df: 

searching, in the database, a harmonized tariff schedule of the country the item 
is to be shipped to for the tariff associated to the item. 

7. The method of claim 1 , ftpher comprising the step of: 
transmitting, through th^network, the total landed cost to the requester. 

8. The method of claim 1/ further comprising the step of: 
displaying, through the network, the total landed cost. 

9. The method of clairvi 1 , wherein the requester is a potential buyer 

10. The method of claim 1 , wherein the requester is the owner of the item. 
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1 1 . The method of claim 1 , wherein the itern is a service. 

12. The method of claim 1 , wherein the ftem is a product. 

1 3. The method of claim 1 , further coniprising the steps of: 

receiving, over the network, a request for comparison of total landed cost of an 

item in multiple countries, / 

calculating total landed cost for ihe item in each country requested, and 
displaying, through the network, total landed cost of the item in each 

country requested. / 

14. The method of claim 1 , further comprising the steps of: 

receiving a purchase order fiver the network, from the requester for the seller 
item, / 

notifying the seller, through the network, the requester has agreed to purchase 
the seller item, and / 

consumating a monetary/exchange through the network. 

15. (AMENDED) A methoa for creating and searching a universal electronic catalog, 
comprising the steps of: / 

receiving item information through a network into a predefined, structured, 

universal electronic catalog idatabase, 

placing the item into/categories based on standard classification codes, and 
associating a country where the item resides to the item in the universal 

electronic catalog database.
